practices, such as reducing 
speed, 
increasing distances 
between you and the car in 
front, using extra caution at 
intersections, 
anticipating 
situations 
that 
call 
for 
reduced speed, anticipating 
all turning movements in 
advance, using extra care in 
giving signals for drivers who 
seem to be following too 
closely. 
Don’t let winter weather 
deprive you of your ability 
to 
keep 
moving, 
to see 
clearly and to stop safely. 
Make 
sure 
defrosters, 
windshield wipers and wiper 
blades are capable of doing 
heavy duty in cleaning slush 
and 
wet 
snow 
off 
the 
windshield. Check brakes and 
tire treads which transmit 
traction and braking power 
to the road surface. 
On packed snow or ice, 
maintain driving momentum 
to 
keep 
from 
“getting 
stuck,” A good set of snow 
tires will help but, for severe

85 miles wide continued this

Save the car pool way

per cent of 
w o r k i n g 
A m eric a n s 
commuting to work and over 
half of those driving alone, 
car pools are becoming more 
necessary each day of the 
fuel crunch. 
The rate of occupancy of 
cars during peak load periods 
is down to 1.2 persons per 
vehicle 
and 
still 
falling 
steadily, according to Robert 
L. 
Sansom, 
assistant 
administrator 
for air and 
water programs for the U. S. 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency in Washington, D. C. 
He added that this trend 
prompted 
someone 
to 


predict that by 1980 one of 
every 
three cars will 
be 
traveling along without a 
driver. 
The creation and support 
o f 
c a r 
p o o l s 
for 
transportation 
to 
work, 
school, or shopping can mean 
a lot in terms of energy 
conservation. 
If 
everyone 
in 
the 
country 
formed a similar 
three- man car pool, there 
could be national savings of 
87.8 million individual auto 
trips a year, equivalent to 
11.2 
billion 
gallons 
of 
gasoline costing more than 
$4 billion, according to the 
Citizens Advisory Committee 


on Environmental Quality. 
By forming a three- man 
car pool with people who live 
near each other, a family 
could save $220 a year. By 
using a three- man carpool, a 
family could save about 180 
car trips per year, 1,692 car 
miles traveled per year and 
127 gallons of gas on a car 
that uses 13.3 miles per 
gallon. 
While using that car pool 
and 
conserving 
energy, 
people can save additional 
fuel by driving slower on the 
highways, which will be the 
topic of the next article in 
this series on combating the 
enrgy crisis.

The harassed trio -- an 
Ojibway and two Tu scaroras, 
two of whom can’t ev en read -

stolen gov ernment docu ments. 
The 
Ju stice 
Department 
staged a sev en-day show trial, 
which cost the tax pay ers tens 
of thou sands of dollars. A 
>crack criminal attorney , Pau l 
Bou cher, 
was 
sent 
from 
Washington 
to 
Wilmington, 
N.C., to help U.S. Attorney 
Thomas McNamara with the 
prosecu tion. 
Their star witness was a 
tu rncoat Siou x named Larry 
B l a c ks m i t h , 
who 
gav e 
testimony 
that 
the Ju stice 
Department mu st hav e known 
wag fq lcp 
DOCUMENT HEIST 
The case grew ou t of the 
great 
docu ment 
heist 
of 
Nov ember 19 7 2. A grou p of 
militant 
Indians 
arriv ed 
in 
Washington 
to 
protest 
innu merable 
and 
timeless 
griev ances. They first occu pied, 
then v andalized, then looted 
the 
bu ilding 
hou sing 
the 
Bu reau of Indian Affairs. 
In the rows of file cabinets, 
they discov ered docu mentary 
ev idence 
of 
the 
bu ngling, 
neglect and betray al that hav e 
characterized the white man's 
condu ct toward the Indian. 
They bu ndled thou sands of 
docu ments ou t of the bu ilding 
in the dead of night and hau led 
them ou t of Washington in a 
40- car motor carav an, which 
was escorted by police with 
motorcy cles roaring. 
Not u ntil the Indians had 
scattered did the au thorities 
discov er that thou sands of 
docu ments were missing. The 
FBI organized a nationwide 
dragnet to retriev e the stolen 
papers. Sev eral newsmen also 
set off in search of them.

My associate Les Whitten, 
after crisscrossing the cou ntry 
and holding secret meetings with 
the militants, was the only 
ou tsider who gained access to 
the docu ments. 
DOCUMENTS RETURNEDD 
Meanwhile, 
soft-spoken 
Indian 
negotiator 
Hank 
Adams tried to persu ade the 
militants 
to 
giv e 
u p 
the 
docu ments. He argu ed that the 
stolen records contained v ital 
i nf o r m a t i o n 
that 
was 
important to the protection of 
Indian rights and claims. 
Les 
Whitten was on the 
scene again when the first large 
batch 
of 
docu ments 
were 
retu rned to Hank Adams, who 
made arrangements to tu rn 
them ov er to the gov ernment. 
Bu t on the way , Adams and 
Whitten were arrested by the 
FBI and charged with receiv ing 
stolen property . 
Last Febru ary , in a rare 
rebu ke 
to 
the 
Ju stice 
Department, the grand ju ry 
refu sed to indict Adams or 
Whitten. 
Meanwhile 
both 
Whitten and I swore u nder 
oath that we had no part in the 
theft, that we had no control 
ov er the docu ments and that 
we paid no money to see them. 
Yet the Ju stice Department 
doesn’t 
giv e u p easily . 
In 
Wilmington, 
prosecu tors 
Bou cher and McNamara pu t 
their star witness on the stand. 
Larry Blacksmith du ly testified 
that the Ojibway defendant 
“made the contact with a 
reporter 
associate 
of 
Jack 
Anderson, Ben Franklin.... 
“ Jack 
Anderson 
is 
a 
reporter for the New York 
Times,” swore the tu rncoat 
Siou x , who said he had been 
told “Jack Anderson” wou ld 
giv e 
the 
Indians 
“$20,000 
plu s... onehu ndred free stories” 
in ex change for a look at the 
North Carolina docu ments. 
The prosecu tors permitted 
Blacksmith to go ahead with 
this testimony , althou gh the 
Ju stice Department had the 
grand ju ry record and other 
sworn 
testimony 
flatly 
dispu ting it. 
The 
facts are that ou r 


colu mn doesn’t ev en appear in 
The New York Times, that 
Times reporter Ben Franklin 
has nev er worked with me and 
that I nev er offered $20,000 or 
ev en a bu ffalo nickel for the 
docu ments. 
For an attorney knowingly 
to 
present 
false testimony 
before a cou rt is a disbarment 
of f e ns e . 
Bou cher 
and 
McNamara denied in long talks 
with u s that they knew the 
charges abou t the $20,000 
were false. 


UNCHECKED TESTIMONY 
They admitted, howev er, 
that they made no effort to 
check the testimony they knew 
their 
witness 
wou ld 
giv e. 
Bou cher conceded also that he 
knew Franklin was a reporter 
for The New York Times. 
Fu rthermore, 
Bou cher 
admitted that Hank Adams, a 
witness 
at 
the 
trial, 
had 
approached him priv ately to 
adv ise him that his star witness 
had giv en false testimony . Yet 
Bou cher didn’t bother to check 
Adams’ warnings, mu ch less 
correct the cou rt record. 
In su mming u p, Bou cher 
said the linking of ou r colu mn 
with the North Carolina case 
wasn’t done to preju dice the 
ju ry . If false information got 
into the complicated case, he 
said, “it wasn't du e to malice.” 
The 
New 
York 
Times’ 
respected Ben Franklin told u s 
that he had gone to North 
Carolina 
in 
q u est 
of 
the 
docu mnets bu t that neither he 
nor his paper had offered 20 
cents mu ch less $20,000 for the 
papers. 
As it happened, the Ju stice 
Department’s du biou s tactics 
didn’t pay off. The ju ry spent 
only 55 minu tes in acq u itting 
the three Indians of all charges. 
FOOTNOTE: 
While 
the 
Ju stice 
Department 
was 
dishonoring itself, two tireless 
defense lawy ers, Philip Diehl 
and James Rowan, u pheld the 
noblest traditions of the bar. 
At their normal rates, their fees 
wou ld hav e been $8 ,000. They 
accepted only $8 00 from the 
Indians and their friends.

Fou ndation Inc., the civ ilian 
labor force growth of 1.3 
million per y ear av erage du ring 
the 19 60s has been topped in 
each of the past three y ears. 
Some 2 million persons, abov e 
the nu mber who retire or drop 
ou t for other reasons, hav e 
been entering the job market 
each y ear. 
The priv ate sector of the 
economy has been prov iding 
abou t 8 5 per cent of the new 
jobs.

FOOD AND DRUG 
ADMINIEriRATIGN ARROGANCE 
The U. S. Fo o d and Drug 
Administratio n (FDA), who se 
po wers 
hav e 
been 
g reatly 
ex tended in recent y ears, is 
no w o v erreaching itself, in the 
o pinio n o f many members o f 
Co ng ress 
and 
a 
larg e 
pro po rtio n 
o f 
the 
public, 
judg ing by mail co ming to the 
ag ency and to Co ng ress. 
A whole new set of FDA 
regu lations, schedu led to go 
into effect nex t y ear, wou ld 
reclassify 
all 
v itamin 
and 
mineral food su pplements as 
dru gs. The FDA wou ld hav e 
fu ll power to ru le that any or 
all of them cou ld be sold only 
with a doctor's prescription. 
And the new regu lations will 
prohibit v irtu ally all adv ertising 
for these produ cts which states 
or implies that ordinary mass- 
produ ced foods do not prov ide 
adeq u ate nu trition. 
Bu t 
in 
fact 
there 
is 
mou nting ev idence that the 
foods many people in ou r 
cou ntry normally eat hav e lost 
mu ch of their nu tritiv e v alu e 
becau se of the way s in which 
they are grown and processed. 
To prohibit food su pplement 
adv ertisers from mentioning 
this ev idence is a clear denial of 
freedom of speech. 
The FDA is also prev enting 
the u se of interstate shipment 
in the United States of a 
nu mber 
of 
dru gs 
actu ally 
dev eloped 
in 
this 
cou ntry 
whose effectiv eness has been 
prov en in Eu rope and fu lly 
accepted 
by 
the 
medical 
commu nity and gov ernments 
there. An ex ample is the pain- 
killing and anti- inflammation

DMSO, 
dev eloped 
in 
Oregon and now u sed safely 
and effectiv ely throu ghou t the 
western world, ex cept for the 
United States. While there is

and other gov ernment officials. 
They seek to prev ent federal

We are a nation of snackers. 
We often skip meals, but nib­ 
ble constantly during coffee 
breaks, after school, with 
cocktails, and before bed. We 
are always eating, but too 
many of us aren’t eating well. 
W hen a w om an c a rrie s 
these sloppy eating habits 
over into pregnancy, she is 
risking her own health and 
that of her unborn baby. 
At The National Founda­ 
tion, we have a special interest 
in nutrition because of its in­ 
fluence on pregnancy. Under­ 
weight or overweight mothers 
have a muoh higher incidence 
of premature and low-birth- 
weight babies than do healthy 
mothers. 
The child grows more rap­ 
idly during these nine months 
than at any other time in his 
life, and he is totally depend­ 
ent upon his mother to supply 
all his nutritional needs. 
Our concern is that these 
babies, who weigh 5xh pounds 
or less at birth, tend to have 
many problems with normal 
physical and mental growth. 
Most of the babies who die in 
the first year of life are those 
who are premature or of low 
weight at birth. 


Research indicates that the 
mother’s diet deficiencies dur­ 
ing pregnancy may cause mal­ 
nutrition in the unborn baby. 
This could lead to abnormal 
development of the child’s 
brain and to other birth de­ 
fects. 
Eating right is important 
for all of us all of the time. 
But an expectant mother is 
eating for two. The emphasis, 
however, must be on what she 
eats, as well as how much. She 
must be doubly sure that she 
is getting sufficient proteins, 
minerals, and vitamins. 


Best Choices 
These are abundant in the 
basic food groups: milk, meat 
and fish, fruits and vege­ 
tables, breads and cereals. 
Milk advances the baby’s 
growth because it helps build 
muscle and bones. 
Meat and fish are sources 
of protein, iron, and B vita­ 
mins for the baby and supply 
energy for the mother. This 
group includes chicken, tur­ 
key, tuna, salmon, liver, beef, 
and pork. 
Vitamin C, contained in 
fruits and vegetables, and vi­ 
tamin A, found especially in 
the yellow vegetables such as 
carrots and squash, are neces­ 
sary for normal development 
of the baby.

Consumer prices rose to diz­ 
zying heights during the year, 
climbing at the steepest rate 
since World War II. Angered by 
advice from Washington that 
families eat cheese — or just 
eat less — women carried pick­ 
et signs at markets and rallied 
to boycott beef for one week in 
April. 
During a subsequent adminis­ 
tration freeze on beef prices, 
producers withheld meat from 
the markets. Prices dipped 
somewhat at the end of the 
freeze, but women had learned 
more about budget meals and 
were

Two national feminist organ­ 
izations held conventions during 
1973. 
The National Women’s Politi­ 
cal Caucus met in Houston to 
tackle structural issues and 
elect its first national chairper­ 
son, Frances Farenthold, an ex­ 
perienced politician who ran 
strongly in the 1972 Texas gov­ 
ernor’s race.

lation of other objectives fo­ 
cused largely on the needs of 
minorities and the poor. 
The National Organization for 
Women (NOW) was more flam­ 
boyant during a convention in 
Washington, D.C. Controversial 
stands on abortion, pay scales 
and lesbianism were defended 
by leaders of the group, which 
said taking stands on issues 
made them less shocking to the 
general public. 
Both groups vowed continued 
support for the Equal Rights 
Amendment, now ratified by 30 
of the 38 states needed for ap­ 
proval. 
Opposition 
to

amendment was led by Mrs. 
Phyllis Schiafly, who said wom­ 
en would become “equal if the 
amendment passed, rather than 
superior, as they now are.” 
This year marked the 53rd 
anniversary of women’s suf­ 
frage. To mark that occasion, 
NOW protested male domina­ 
tion of Wall Street in the gal­ 
lery of the American Stock Ex­ 
change. 
Black women formed an or­ 
ganization of their own, the Na­ 
tional Black Feminist Organ­ 
ization, which sponsored semi­ 
nars and workshops. 
The Supreme Court ruled that 
no state can deny a woman her 
right to choose childbirth or 
abortion, striking down laws of 
several states. 
A Congressional committee 
held hearings on credit for 
women, led by Rep. Martha 
Griffiths, D.-Mich. The 52-year- 
old Women’s Bureau of the U.S. 
Department of Labor began 
working closely with trade un­ 
ion women. 
Dixie Lee Ray, first woman 
chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, reorganized her 
staff over objections from Con­ 
gress and pushed through an 
independent division of reactor 
safety research within the com­ 
mission. 
Abroad, Pope Paul VI called 
for progressive equalization of 
the basic rights of men and 
women.

today to conserve its reduced 
supply of coal for production 
of electricity. 
The cutback because of the 
coal miners* refusal to work 
overtime will affect about 15 
million Britons out of a labor 
force of 24 million, economists 
estimated. 
Nonessential businesses and 
industry 
will 
be 
supplied 
electricity only three days a 
week, 
either from Monday 
th rou gh 
Wednesday 
or 
Thursday 
through Saturday. 
They can stay open other days 


only if they operate without 
electricity or have their own 
generator. 
Many 
firms 
have 
not 
announced 
their 
shortened 
schedule, and many Britons 
reported for work today not 
knowing whether they should 
be 
there or 
whether they 
would receive a full week’s pay 
at the end of the week. 
Critical industries that are 
exempt include public utilities, 
f o o d 
p r o c e s s o r s 
and 
d is t r ib u t o r s , 
hospitals, 
communications

restaurants. Such "continuous 
process” plants as the steel 
mills, where the product would

ADMINISTRATION ARROGANCE 
The U. S. F oo d and Drug 
Administration (FDA ), whose 
powers 
have 
been 
greatly 
extended in recent years, is 
now overreaching itself, in the 
opinion of m any members of 
C o n g r e s s 
a n d 
a 
la rg e 
proportion 
of 
the 
public, 
judging by mail com ing to the 
agency and to Congress. 
A whole new set of FDA 
regulations, scheduled to go 
into effect next year, would 
reclassify 
all 
vitamin 
and 
mineral food supplem ents as 
drugs. The FD A would have 
full power to rule that any or 
all of them could be sold only 
with a d o cto r’s prescription. 
And the new regulations will 
prohibit virtually all advertising 
for these products which states 
or implies that ordinary mass- 
produced foods do n o t provide 
adequate nutrition. 
But 
in 
fact 
there 
is 
mounting 
evidence th a t the 
foods 
many 
people 
in our 
country normally eat have lost 
m uch of their nutritive value 
because of the ways in which 
they are grown and processed. 
To prohibit food supplem ent

this evidence is a clear denial of 
freedom of speech. 
The FDA is also preventing

whose effectiveness has been
